The Port of Dublin. 


The Allies fed: Belgiam during the war, 
and yesterday Dublin resumed the process 
at its own heavy cost. Last week three 
ships from overseas brought large cargoes 
into the port. The discharge of these 
cargoes promised well-paid employment to 
hundreds of dockers. Irish industry was 
waiting to handle them in a hundred 
ways. They meant work for Irish carriers, 
Irish railways, and Irish. mills, and food 
for Irish mouths. The dockers were earn- 
ing 14s. a day—a sum for which hundreds 
of University graduates in Ireland would 
offer devout thanks to God. They de- 
marided 16s., which the shippers found 
themselres unable to pay. The result is 
that the dockers are idle—hbecause big 
ships cannot afford to be idle. One of 
them left the port yesterday, and will dis- 
charge her 6,000 tons of wheat at Ant- 
werp. 
ing ships will follow her example. It is 
quite possible that wireless telegraphy has 
finthed Dublin's folly abroad on the high 
seas, and that other big ships whose 
‘Youtsts Were laid for the Liffey will be 
diverted to other harbours.

The Russian Fronts. 


The news from Rassias is of a most en- 
i couraging nature. On all the fronts the 
Bolsheviks have suffered heavy reverses, 
and several positious of great stratecx al 
| importance have been captured. In the 
north the volunteer forces, aided: by 
British detachments, have scored a potable 
success by driving the enemy from 
Yemsta. The despatch which we publish 
to-day shows that the struggle was long 
bitter, and that the Bolsheviks 
were completely out-generalled. On a 
wide section of the Jithuanian front 
the Bolsheviks are in fuil retreat, 
and the Poles are reported to be in close 
pursuit. These successes in the north and 
in Lithuania are noteworthy, but their 
value must not be exaggerated. As we 
have pointed out on several occasions, the 
vital fronts, so far as Lenin and Trotsky 
mm concerned, are in South Russia and 
Siberia, where the bulk of their forces are 
concentrated. For the moment that in 
South Russia is the more important. Here 
General Denikin has not only brought the 
Bolshevik offensive to a stand-still, but 
has launched coanter-strokes, with most 
gratifying results. The loss of Kamyshia 
, has been more than balanced by the 
| capture of Kieff after two days of severe 
‘fighting. Kieff is the fourth lergest town 
Í in Russia, and it is the nerve centre of 
| communications for a vast ares. Its fall, 
therefore, is a victory of the first magni- 
tude, By its occupation the linking up 
of, Deaikin s Army with that of General 
Petiura, the Ukrainian leader, has been 
made not merely possible, bat certain. The 
success at Kieff synchronised with a strong 
forward movement north-east of Kharkoff, 
The Bolsheviks were ford to yield 
ground, and thus the pressure on the 
town was relieved. From the latest 
despatches it appears that four divi- 
sions of the Bolshevik Fifth Army 
attacked the front occupied by the Third 
Siberian Army under General Sakharoff, 
fand were soundly beaten. Apparently the 
| Bolsheviks were imtent upon the capture 
of Petropiavlovsk, which is about 180 miles 
north-west of Tebolsk. Combined with a 
frontal attack along the railway between 
Kurgan and Petropavlovsk there was to 
be a turning movement which was to work 
proumd on the Bolshevik. right from the 
direction of Troitsk. General Sakharoff 
withstood the frontal attack suceces«fully, 
and the Tzhevsky Division routed the force 
to which the turning movement had Leen 
entrusted: -An entire Bolshevik brigade 
was cat up and over 500 prisoners were 
taken.

' WEDICAL EVIDENCE. 

Dr. F. Brennan, Carrigaborig, stated ihat he 
first examined the bedy of the deceased sergeant 
between half-past five and six o'clock on the 
3rd imst.. at the scene of the otourrence. He 
found ihe body on a cart on the roadside. His 
tunic was open, and there was a spot on the 
tunic correspondmg with the base of the heart, 
in which t!cre were six holes or openings about 
half an inch in diemeter. When he arrived 
there ihe sergeant bad been dead for some 
hours. 

Examined bv District Inspector Dudgeon, Dr 
Brennan said that the shots fired must have 
been aj close range. His opinion was that the 
shot used wes much larger than that used in the 
ordinary shot gun. 

The Coroner—You don't think that the 
wounds would have been caused by shots from 
an ordinary shot gun ” 

Witness—It was some kind of gun of the 
muazzie-loading kind 

Why do you say so” Because, in my opinion 
the opeaings were too large to be made by the 
ordinary shot used im a shot gun 

Have you examined the body? Yes. 

Have you found any of the pellets? Yes. 
The witness proceeded to say that, in conjunc- 
tion with Dr. Quigiey, he had made a _ post- 
mortem examination, and he produced a pellet 
which, he stated, they had found ia the body. 


THE POST-MORTEM EXAMINATION. 
District Inspector Dudgeon said that he had 
not been notified that a pesi-morfem examina- 
tion was to be held. He should have been pre- 
sent. 

The Coroner—I was given to understand that 
no posd-mertem would be held. The doctors 
said that a superficial examieation would be 
enough. 

District lnxpector Dudgeon—Iit was my duty 
to be present a: the post-mortem. 

Dr. Brennan—We had to make a post-mortem 
to ascertain the cause of death. 

The Coroner—When I cume here this morning 
I was given to understand that a post-mortem 
would pot be necessary. The doctor told me 
that it would take an hour or an hour and a 
balf, and that the only result would be to show 
what organ would be shattered. Had I known 
that a pos!-mortem examination was to be held 
I should certainly have informad Mr. Dudgeon. 
Mr. Dudgeon—And I certainly would have 
been present. It would be my duty to be there. 
The Coromer—As a resuli of my information 
from the doctors, I did not think that a post- 
mortem would be held. Furthermore. I was 
told that sufficient evidence could have been got 
without the post-mortem to enable them to come 
to a conclusion. A pos!-mortem is a thing to be 
avoided if possible, and unless the interests of 
justice demand it, a post-mortem is not usually 
held. Although I was left under the impression 
that a vort-mortrem would not be held, still it 
was held. I think, however, ihdt in the circum- 
vlances i: Is well that it was held. But for the 
post-mortem we would not have this pellet.

hand of man. The balled glorified the 
murderers of the unfortanate policemen at 
Knocklong and Soloheadbeg 


One of the prisoners ' read it out.” 
Mr. Gleeson—I won't give it any further pub- 


lication. It speaks of the police who were 
murdered as having died “ traitors’ deaths.” 


One of the prisoners here cheered.

SOLICITOR’S SCATHING DENUNCIATION.

There was 
chivalry and menliness in Tipperary men, but 
there was no chivalry or manliness in that 
It was enough to make one's blood boil that 
such things should be done by those professing | 
patriotism, or who claimed to have the cause 
of their country at heart. These policemen were 
foully assassinated for doing nothing but carry- 
ing out their instructions.
